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The 614 names of primary types of new genera (22), and species and subspecies 
(592), described or proposed by M.A. Lieftinck between 1926-1983 are family-wise 
and alphabetically catalogued and bibliographically cross-referenced. Annotations 
on sex, geographic provenance and present location of type specimens are 
supplied along with statements on the established synonymy, where appropriate. The 
appended and annotated bibliography includes all Licftinck's works (317), published 
between 1919-1983; 177 of these are in part or entirely concerned with theOdonala, 

INTRODUCTORY NOTES 

The present list comprises the names (614) of all primary types of new genera 
(22), species and subspecies (592), described or proposed in theOdonata by M.A. 
Lieftinck up to and inclusive of December 31, 1983. New combinations and 
first-time sex descriptions, published by Lieftinck, but concerning taxa not 
originally named by himself, would have almost doubled the length of this ca¬ 
talogue, and therefore have been left out of consideration. 

As to the system followed, the list should be taken only as of practical use, the 
taxa being arranged in strictly alphabetic sequence, under the headings of their 
proper family names. In order to avoid any controversial opinions as to the 
phylogenetic relationships between the family-group taxa, even the latter are 
listed alphabetically. 

O! all primary types described for the first time, or supplemented at some later 
date, only the most essential information could be supplied. The annotations 
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include the data on sex, geographic provenance and present location of type 
specimens. Where appropriate, the established synonymy is also indicated. 

In accordance with LlEFTINCK’s own usage (1971 d, with argumentation), 
the qualification "allotype", often given to a paratypic specimen of the opposite 
sex, has been renounced, only the status of primary types being decisive. 
Consequently, any first description of a specimen of the opposite sex is simply 
indicated as "first $"/"first <$", irrespective of its locality or present 
accommodation. This applies also to pairs of new species marked "in cop." i.e. 
those collected in tandem position (per collum) and selected as having been used 
for description in publication. 

Whenever the listing of the exact type locality was not considered strictly 
essential, only the general provenance is stated. The country and other 
geographic names are listed as given in the primary source publications, no 
attempt having been made to keep up with the recent, widespread alterations in 
this field.
